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The following discussions of the judgments are presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the 
Jury especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these informal 
discussions will prove of value to the students, they cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the Jury.

“*\ CHURCH AND CHURCH SCHOOL GROUP” 


This Jury was immensely refreshed at the extremely high quality of the average drawings submitted. 
A really surprising number of students fully realized the importance of the tri-partite nature of the problem, 
1.e., of the necessity of relating the worship, educational and recreational groups by connecting them with 
ample circulation and of expressing the three functions as entities in themselves. 


Due to the hint given in the last paragraph of the program, the members of the Jury concentrated their 
attention chiefly on the solution of the circulation. They considered above average a drawing wherein the 
groups of students, emerging from their respective classrooms, would be led into the church with greatest 
ease and least commotion. For that reason a double entry into the side-aisle of the church (such as Messrs. 
Kelly and Drake evolved) was good because the children would not face the congregation upon entering the 
church; they could reach their seats without noise or attention; they could not crowd in on the congregation 
pouring in through the narthex. 


A very prevalent parti of leading the Sunday School students into the church by two narrow corridors 
on either side of the apse was considered faulty and was not premiated because in all cases the circulation 
was much too pinched and because its proximity to the clergyman’s room and the choir was distinctly 
disturbing. 


A very clever solution of this phase of the problem was that of Mr. Keyes, of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, who provided a common lobby for all three functions, although his access to the auditorium seems 
altogether inadequate. ‘The fact that he places his apse nearest the street, in the position that most others 
place their narthex, is a very unique and happy choice. 
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The matter of the position of the auditorium was given a good deal of thought. Although no importance 
was stressed on whether the auditorium or the classrooms should be nearest the church, great attention was 
concentrated on how easy of access was the auditorium in relation to the street. In this respect the problem 
of Messrs. Drake, of Illinois, Kelly, of University of Pennsylvania, Gwinn, of Princeton, and Foster, of Yale, 
were eminently satisfactory. Mr. Keyes, of University of Pennsylvania, fails to provide a direct access 
from the street, with the consequence that a crowd emerging from the auditorium might be considered a 
disturbing element to the Sunday School classes or vice versa. 


In the matter of connecting the auditorium to the church with a covered passage, the Jury did not con- 
sider this at all necessary, unless, as in the problem of Mr. Foster, of Yale, the auditorium crowds in bad 
weather must wander through the Sunday School to reach the Church. 


Of the quality of drawings submitted, that of Mr. Foster, of Yale, evoked the greatest admiration for 
the technique of its pen and ink rendering and the restraint and dignity of its design. 


The grouping and suitable balance of the drawing of Mr. Gwinn, of Princeton, was especially note-_ 
worthy, while Mr. Drake, of Illinois, with a less traditional attempt, produces a pleasing design. Mr. 
Kelly’s Neo-Lombard design seems consistent in scale and balance. Alone, the design of Mr. Keyes, of 
Pennsylvania, might be considered too bizarre for consistency with good design.

“4 TUBERCULOSIS HOSPITAL” 
Comments of the Jury:- 


This program called for a group of buildings located on a slope, and the plans that disregarded this 
important requirement of the program, were eliminated at once by the Jury. 


The esquisses were as a whole of a much lower standard than is expected of Class ‘‘A”’ students both as 
LOE, : p : 
to parti and rendering. 


Most of the plans did not provide enough space between buildings and neglected to take advantage of 
the sloping ground. 


The Jury felt some indication of room arrangements should have been shown. Roof plans were not 
satisfactory or sufficient to decide the true value of the layout and it was suggested that hereafter this method 
of presentation should be avoided unless specifically noted in the program. 


More careful consideration should have been given to the requirements of the program as to quiet, 
privacy and abundance of air and sunshine, generous provision for amusement, occupational therapy and 
religious exercises; the accessibility of the administration and community buildings by automobile without 
disturbing the patients; and to the use of ramps in the buildings and gardens. 


The solution of P. M. Heffernan, Iowa State College, is an excellent arrangement of the requirements. 
The different departments and their service having the proper relation to each other. The informal parti 
was particularly adaptable to the slope and the problem. 


The solution of R. Ayers, Yale University, is weak in its arrangement of the dining room and work 
shops; they should have been more closely related to the ambulatory and semi-ambulatory cases. The 
dining hall would have been better placed away from the entrance court. Objection was made to the fact 
that to go from the ambulatory and semi-ambulatory buildings to the Administration it is necessary to 
pass through the infirmary which requires a more isolated position for quiet and privacy.

INTERIOR DESIGN V 


“PRIVATE OFFICE OF A STRUCTURAL ENGINEER” 


The design by A. A. Schiller, of New York University, awarded Second Medal, is commended for its 
excellent plan and the dignified, straightforward character of the design. 


This plan, which was used by several competitors, is by far the best scheme of those presented; it is 
simple, economical, airy and admirably suited to the requirements. The reception room in size and arrange- 
ment is well related to the private office, drafting room and files. The assistant’s office is well placed in its 
relation to the drafting room, private office and reception room, and the drafting room is clean in its arrange- 
ment and permits of easy expansion of facilities. The design of the private ofhce—its window, walls, furni- 
ture—is of a handsome, dignified character, substantial without being heavy, and is in agreeable harmony 
with its use. The presentation is especially commended. This plan shows clearly how unnecessary are 
some of the faults which appeared in many of the schemes submitted, such as narrow passageways and cor- 
ridors, a broken up, fussy arrangement of partitions, and placing the assistant’s office against the corridor 
wall instead of at the outside wall.

In a suburban town on an unrestricted level site at 
the intersection of two streets of equal importance, it 
is proposed to build a group, one or two storeys in 
height, to house the three-fold function of a Protestant 
church. 


1. WorsHipe 


A. Church auditorium seating 500 persons either 
with or without gallery. 

B. Commodious vestibule or narthex with access 
to coat- and retiring-rooms. 

C. Anterooms for choir and minister. 


2. Rexticious Epucation (500 students) 


D. Five assembly rooms, approximately 400 sq. 
ft. each. Used by the beginners, primary, 
junior, intermediate, and senior departments 
(children 4-17 years of age). Coat-rooms shall 
be adjacent to each assembly, and toilets con- 
venient but not necessarily adjacent except in 
the case of the beginners and primary depart- 
ments which must have their own services. 

E. Twelve small classrooms 120 sq. ft. each. 
Used in connection with the departmental 
assembly rooms of the last four of the above 
divisions. Access to the classrooms may be 
from a hall or direct from their respective 
assembly rooms. 

F. Four large classrooms 450 sq. ft. each. Used 
by young people (18-25 years of age) and for 
adult bible classes. 

G. Two offices of administration. 


3. SociaL AND RECREATION 

H. A social hall, 2,100 sq. ft., equipped with a 
stage 16 feet deep at one end. Used for ‘ama- 
teur theatricals, concerts, church school assem- 
blies, banquets and athletics. Auxiliary spaces 
are required for dressing rooms, shower and 
-locker rooms for both sexes, gymnasium, stor- 
age, etc. 

I. Kitchen and serving space of 400 sq. ft. 

Attention is called to the fact that church school and 
church services are held one immediately following the 
other. The plan should be so arranged as to permit 
of this simultaneous circulation and also to provide 
easy access for the general public to the social hall for 
week-day occasions.

‘The site selected is on the southern slope of an at- 
tractively wooded ridge to the west of a city affording 
a fine view over the surrounding landscape. ‘The 
dimensions of the lot are 700 x 1,700 feet: the longer 
dimension running east and west. 


The hospital is to have a capacity of approximately 
300 patients’ beds. At least 75 per cent of these should 
be in single rooms. 

Quiet, privacy and an abundance of air and sunshine 
are fundamental requirements for the treatment of 
this type of patient. The individual patient’s rooms, 
about 9 x 14 feet, are arranged along the south side 
of the buildings with the service rooms along the north 
side separated by an 8-foot corridor. Where individual 
or continuous sleeping porches are not provided, nearby 
solaria of generous proportions are required: all build- 
ings used by patients should be connected by covered 
porches. 

The most modern technique in an institution of this 
kind requires moral treatment as well as physical. ‘Chis 
involves generous provision for amusement, occupa- 
tional therapy and religious exercises. 

Visitors should be able to reach the Administration 
and the Community Building by automobile without 
disturbing the patients. 

‘The requirements are: 

A. Infirmary Building to accommodate approxi- 

mately 100 patients. 

B. Administration. This may be in a separate 
building or incorporated in the Infirmary Build- 
ing. 

C. Provision for 70 Ambulant and 70 semi-Ambu- 
lant cases. “These may be arranged in not less 
than two nor more than six pavilions. 

D. One building for 60 children arranged in 6-bed 

wards. 

Kitchen and Dining Room Building. 
Community Building to contain an auditorium 
with stage, library, chapel and two or three 
classrooms. 

G. Occupational Therapy Building containing: 
work shops for patients in various trades such 
as carpentry, basketry, jewelry, weaving, and 
metal work; also a studio for art work. 
Residence Building for 80 nurses. 

Residence Building for 10 chief physicians. 
Residence Building for 10 male members of the 
Staff. 

Residence for the Superintendent. 


Isolation Building to contain from 10 to 20 
bedrooms.

Service Building to include power plant, laun- 
dry, repair shops, garage, and living quarters 
for approximately 50 employees. 

It should be remembered that tubercular patients 
cannot use stairways, but ramps not to exceed a 10 per 
cent grade may be provided in the buildings or gar- 
dens.

“A FRENCH EIGHTEENTH CENTURY MONUMENTAL 
PLACE” 


The exceptional power in the hands of the later 
Bourbon kings from Louis XIV to Louis XVI enabled 
these monarchs to manifest an easygoing protection to 
other European monarchs deposed or in some other 
way less fortunate than themselves. Several of these 
exiled rulers were at one time or another given asylum 
in France. In most cases this was based on ties of 
marriage. A French city was put at the disposal of the 
exile and according to his income and that supplied by 
his host, that city was usually embellished in a princely 
Way. 
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The display of the time was responsible for large 
civic centers where the splendor of the king’s arrival or 
departure had its fitting background. The custom of 
embellishing a city with such an ornament was not 
confined to royalty but was entered into by such of the 
nobles or peers who had the income and the pompous 
pride to indulge themselves. Several such ‘‘Places”’ 
are still in existence, some of them still magnificent, a 
few passed into squalor or disuse. 


Among those more famous are the great square at 
Nancy in Lorraine, the less significant one at Com- 
mercy, the Place de la Concorde in Paris, the large 
square in Toulouse, not to mention several minor ones 
in French cities. 


The subject of this study is the plan and design of 
such a center with special interest in the side of the 
Place which opens it to the Palace. After razing and 
clearing the early and dilapidated dwellings in front 
of the palace precinct, a space roughly circular in shape 
is obtained. “Three wide streets open into this space 
which is also the point of convergence of several small 
streets and alleys. “The Place which will not be more 
than 400 feet in its greatest width has its widest open- 
ing on the north side. At this point entrance is gained 
through particularly handsome gates to the gardens 
and parks which lead to the front of the palace. 

The sides of the Place are to be rebuilt in a conform- 
ing and uniform way to accommodate shops or arcades 
and some of the more courtly residences. “These sur- 
rounding buildings should not exceed 65 feet in height.

“PRIVATE OFFICE OF A STRUCTURAL ENGINEER” 


A structural engineer who has traveled widely, and 
who is particularly interested in bridge design and in 
its history of construction, has leased a space 25 by 60 
feet in an office building. The 60-foot dimension is 
divided into three bays of 20 feet each, and is bounded 
on one side by a continuous band of windows inter- 
rupted only by the structural columns, and on the other 
by the walls of the interior corridor. The 25-foot 
dimension is a clear span. “The height is 11 feet from 
the finished floor to the under side of the floor slab 
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above, with beams approximately every 8 feet parallel 
to the exterior wall and projecting downward 10 
inches and are 10% inches wide. The girders spanning 
the 25-foot dimension at each column project down- 
ward 18 inches and are 12 inches wide. The columns 
are 15 inches square and project 12 inches into the 
space from the inside surface of the exterior wall. The 
space may be entered at any point from the corridor. 


REQUIREMENTS: A reception room with space for 
secretary, which will be the control point for the entire 
office. Adjacent thereto will be space for file clerk 
which may be an alcove, if desired. A private office 
for the structural engineer 20 by 15 feet. An office for 
the assistant engineer 10 by 10 feet with a glazed 
partition overlooking the remainder of the space which 
is devoted to the drafting room.
